three proposed amendments to the; 
Constitution of the state, as follows: 

A proposed amendment to the Con- 
stitution providing that Article XIII 
be amended by adding a section to be 
known as section 5, to read as follows: 

Sec. 5 Subject to this Constitution 
the legislature may authorize munici- 
palities, subject te reasonable jimita- 
tions, to condemn and to take the fee 
tu more land and property than is 
needed in tie acquiring, opening and 
widening of parks, boulevards, public 
places, streets, alleys, or for any pub- 
lic use, and after so much of the land 
and property has been appropriated 
for auy such needed public purpose, 
the remainder may be sold or leased 
with or without such restrictions as 
may be appropriate to the improve- 
ment made. Bonds may be issued to 
supply the funds to pay in whole or 
in part for tie excess property so ap- 
propriated, but such bonds shall be a 
lien only on the property so acquired 
ond they shall not be included in any 
limitation of the bonded indebtedness 
of such municipality.

TO USE PICRIC ACID. 


Claims It Cheap Way To Clear Land 
of Stumps. 
Mr. Marius Hanson, 
Grayling, Mich. 
Dear Mr. Hanson: 

We have sent you publicity matter 
regarding the securing of Govern- 
ment Picric Acid but I find ti at up-to 
date only a few cars have been order- 
ed for Northeastern Michigan. 

It seems to me that since the farm- 
ers need the acid, not necessarily for 
clearing up more land but for clear- 
ing up some of the land which they 
are alrealy using, that it is quite im- 
portant that t) ose who ce. use this 
acid should be enabled to get it at tne 
price offered. Price is about 18% 
eents a pound which ig much cheaper 
than dynamite. 

Perhaps one trouble jis that the 
farmers are finding a little difficulty 
'n financing the acid in carioad lots 
an! { am writing to you suggesting 
{,at yeu bring to the attenticn of 
business men the advisability 
ot in some way securing a carload for 
use in your locality. 

Dealers in dynamite shoul? have no 
objection tu ris work for it will only 
vein that sooner or later they will 
sell greater quantities of the dyna- 
mite awing ta the impetus given to 
cieaning up the old stumps and snags 
on the farm. 

It nrigkt he of interest to yau to 
know trat the Land Clearing Schools 
being put on by Land Clearing See- 
tion of the Extension Division of the 
Agricultural College, in co-operation 
with the Railroads and the Develop- 
ment Bureau, are meeting with very 
enthusiastic su port in Northeastern 
Michigan, we altogether having thir- 
ty-two se. ools established in this dis- 
trict at the present time.

SCHOOLS 10 BE HELD 
INN. E. MICHIGAN 


Land clearing schools, under the aus- 
pices of the Michigan Agricultural 
College will be held at over 30 places 
in Northeastern Michigan during the[ 
coming fall. At a conference attend- 
ed by L. F. Livingstone, head of the 
lund clearing department of the M, A. 
C. extension service, his assistants, N. 
A. Keeler, E. J, Leenhouts, o! Fetroit, 
assistant agricultural-agent of tie! 
New York t‘-ntral lines, T, F, Marston | 
secretury of the Northeastern Mic: i- 
gan Development bureau, helc in the 
latter's office Thursday, plans for car- 
tying on che schools were yartially 
completed. 

T. e work is being done through the 
co-operation of the M. A. C., the Mich- 
igan Central and the Detroit & Mack- 
inac raliroads and the county agricul- 
tural agents who have arranged for 
the schools, in those counties having 
such agents, w, ile in other counties 
the arrangements have been made by 
the Development Bureau, 

Every one of the 16 count‘es will 
have at least one of these schools, 
while some of them have arranged for 
four. 

At these sc: ools actual land clear- 
ing, with the use of explosives, is cur- 
ried on by a corps of experts sent out 
by the college, who are assisted at 
each place visited by the owner of the 
Jand on which the work is dene and by 
c¢tners who are interested 35 t,e prop- 

siticn. The railroads a their part 

ty providing transportation for the 
“school” crew, materials and imple- 
ments, while each community pays a 
portion of the cost and the farmer 
cn whose property the work is done 
pays for the explosive ‘used and pro- 
vides tie noon-day meul foc the mem- 
bers of the party. 

As 32 schools have already been ar- 
ranged in the district and it is possible 
that a few more will be hela, and a 
whole day is spent at each stop, it will 
require considerable over a month to 
complete the tour jin Northeastern 
Michigan after wich similar work 
will be done in the western part of the 
state. 

A conference of representatives of 
the traffic departments of the Detroit 
& Mackinac and the Michigan Central 
railroads and representatives of the 
M. A. C, will be held at the Develop- 
ment Bureau office early next week at 
whch t. e itinerary of the “land clear- 
ing special” will be mapped out. 


FRUIT IS CHEAP THIS YEAR. CAN 
PLENTY FOR NEXT WINTER. 


By F. FL Rockwell, Horticultural Edi- 
tur of “Farm and Fireside.” 


This year shculd be a “red letter” 
year On the . ousekeeper’s canning cal- 
endar. 

There is really no excuse for any 
housewife who omits the canning of 
fruit from her fall program. 

Sugsr has not been so cheap for a 
long time, and when you can buy twen- 
ty-five pounds for a dollar you can 
ask nothing more from the sugar 
trust! 

T.e fruit crop, moreover, has been 
more abundant than in many years 
past, and peaches, apples enc pears 
ean be bought for such a low price 
that canning really pays even if we 
do not raise the fruit ourselves. And 
those who do grow their own fruit, in 
addition to having plenty to sell, have 
ample left over to can and to make in- 
to fruit jellies. 


Use the Easy “Cold-Pack” method. 

The safest, surest and most scienti. 
fic way of modern canning, of course is 
the cold pack sterilization method, 
either with clothes boiler, raising the 
filled jars on rack or small sticks, or 
vith some of those splendid steriliza- 
tion outfits that are now found on the 
market. How frequently do we find 
nevert: eless, that good, old-fashioned 
common sense cook, generally in the 
country, who proudly boasts of never 
having “lost a single jar” of fruit. And 
this wizard of a woman never dreams 
of sterilizing her jars, but merely 
trusts to thorough jar washing and 
new rubber rings and absolutely tight- 
ly serewed covers. 

Whatever met: od you may employ, 
however,—though the novice in tha 
art of canning und preserving will do 
well to stick to the thorough and sure 
sterilization method,—be sure to put 
up all the fruit you possibly can can 
or make into fruit jellies tis year. 


What You Can Do With Peaches, 

Consider all the various ways in 
which you can use the peaches, for 
instance, canned peaches, peac: but- 
ter and peach jelly and peach syrup. 
Have you tried them all? Almast ev- 
ery housekeeper has canned peaches, 
but how about those unusual ways of 
preserving them that will surprise 
the family and save every bit of the 
peach. 

As you cut the peaches for canning 
you, if you are wise in the art of can- 
ning, naturally only pick out those 
that are absolutely fresh and quite 
perfect for this purpose. This year 
save those that you would ot: erwise 
discard, and set them aside ana later 
prepare them for peach butter. Al! 
the preparation needed for this, is 
tc cut out the bad spots carefully, re- 
move the “fuzz” of the peac: with a 


damp cloth, but net peeling them, and 
place them with a very little water in 
a preserving kettle. . Stew them until 
they are absolutely tender. Put this 
mixture throug: a fruit press or col- 
ander, sweetening the pulp thus «e- 
cured with a Httle sugar to taste, and 
boiting until it ts thick and rich in 
color. It must be stirred ecnatantly 
to prevent burning. Then pour into 
sterilized jara and seal at once

Another thing that is very noticeable 
ia tc at oceasionslly you see an orchard 
that has but little fruit and invariably 
it may be learned that these places 
have not heen properly pruned and 
sprayed, and the apples from such 
orchards are generally wormy and do 
not keep well.

Four medals on his breast and the 
French cord on his urm make Carl M. 
Lange of Hart- 
ington, Neb., that 
* state’s most dee- 
orated World war 
veteran. Com- 
Paratively few 
men who fought 
for or with 
France have had 
the coveted Me- 
daille Militaire 
bestowed on 
them. This dee- 
oration goes only 
to enlisted men 
and to commanders-in-chief of armies 
fu the field. No officer in between is 
eligible to receive the medal. Yet 
Lange was awarded two, One Marshal 
Petain pinned on his O. D. Several 
months’ after the armistice Lange 
opened a registered package with a 
French stamp on it and found another 
Medaille Militaire. 


The highest lronor Nebraska could 
give one of its World war heroes went 
to Lange also, He was chosen by the 
stute communder of the American Le- 
gion to officially represent Nebraska 
at the burivl in Arlington cemetery of 
the “Unknown Soldier." The Distin- 
guished Service vross, bestowed person- 
-ally by General Pershing, the Croix de 
Guerre with palms and the knowledge 
that he carried Merle Hay from the 
trenches ure other things that remind 
Lange of his war service. Hay was 
the first Iowa boy ‘killed in the war 
and one of the first three American
